DARING EXPLOITSE OF SMALY, BOATS
ALONG THE 00ABY,

Krnr Weor, May 17.—After throes weeks of
blockade duty on the coast of Cuba the oMosrs
and men of pomo of the gunboats and crulsers
are becoming rather tired of the situstion.
They wish for the end of the war or at least
some change in their part in It even more
sarnestly than when they first took up their
stationn. A part of thelr dissatisfaction s due
to the smnll amount of actual work they have
to do, and as a consequence the patrol grows
more vigilant as the blockade continues. The
converted tugs which patrol the Inside line are
becoming more and more daring in thelr ap-
proaches to the shore and more and more n-
quisitive concarning everything that goes on,
and every trip of the newspaper despatch boats
finds thoss boats neaper the Cuban forts and
sancler in thelr bearing than before.

The newspapoer boats are about the only ves-
sels that approach the Cuban coast nowadays,
The boats of the fleet always aight them witha
thrill of excitement, and usually steam toward
them before thelr hopes of capturing a prise
are dsabed by makiog out a familiar vessel
or the well-known burgeo of & Now York dally
paper. During tbe Orst days of the blockade the
disappolntment at such & erisls was always
koen, and the usual reply to the questions of re-
porters wasshort. These conditions are now con-
siderably changed, and it is geserally the war-
ship that asks first for the latest nows. Late
papers aro always accoptable, too, and a boat is
gonerally sent for what can be spared.

Thesoarcity of prizes Is lamentod, of courss,
but tends to make the patrol more affective,
Tho Inner line has gradually closed in from aix
miles off shore to less than two. The Tecumnseh,
one of the converted New York tugboats, waa
the first one to make a record for her daring ap-
proach to shore, On three consecutlve morn-

ings last wopk tha shore batterles near Banta
Ulara omn\nu on this little vossel, nnd, as
hlr Captain ekprossed it:

** Thoss fellows are goiting to be pretty good
shots, They pretty nearly hit us twice."”

The Oscoola, which arrived here yostarday for
coal, had been out two days longer than her
cual and water were supposed te permit her,
Ehe has been stationed on the Inner patrol line
10 the east of Havana, Tho way she has done
this work {s wall lllustrated by an incident that
oocurred three days ago. About twelve miles
east of Havana Is the wreck of an old Iron ves-
sol which ran ashore some yearn ago. As a
newspaper boat was passing this spot, about five
miles off shore, a reporier remarked that he
could seo the old wreck, and all the men on
the bridge of the despatch boat pointed thalr
glassos In that direction, Then there was
Immediate consternation on board, for right in
line with the wreck, and, apparently, ashore at
the same point, was the Osceocla which, owing
to her leaden color and aalight haze that lay
along the cosst, had not beon visible to the
naked eye. The first foar that the tug was
ashore was soon dispelled, as she could be seen
to be moving, and when thedespatoh boat apoke
anotber of the blockading fleet & little while
later and asked what ths Osceola was dolng so
far in, the answer was:

“ Oh, she is in there all the time, and nearly
every day she geta a shol or two al some party

Tho attempta that are made from time to time
to got out the SBpanish gunbosts in the fortifled
and mined harbors along the Cuban coast are
always carried out by the smaller boats. Those
attempts are rarely succesaful, because the
Bpanish boats are unable to come out, orelse
thelr commanders realize what an extremaly
small chance of wuocess they would have inan
engagement with any of our warships,

Heore in Koy West everything Is being made
ready for the reevption of Bampson's and
Bchley's flects. Barges are belng loaded with
econl and distributed about the barbor, where
the different vessols can be anchored alongslde
of them; ammunition s being sorted into lots to
§0 on board each ship,and stores and supplies
are belng made resdy for quick tranafer to the
abips. The Government distilling plant is in
full operation, and all aigns here point toward a
quick movement on Cuba soon after the arrival
of the ships.

In the meantime the blockade has lost nothing
in effectiveness by the abaence of the ahips with
Admiral Sampeson, and not aship has landed
that bas not been first overhauled and permit-
ted to go on. Everyofficer who has been on duty
along the line is anxions to do something, and
it is safe to sssume that the orders to attack
Havana, when given, will be recelved with the
greatest enthuslaam and executed with prompe-
neso.

LONG-LIVED PRIME MINISTERA,

Frodsotssors of Mr. Uladsions Whose Vears
Have Boen Abeve the Aversge.

Willlam K, Gladstons, at bis death on May
19, was in his eighty-ninth year, and he closed
his fourth termas Prime Minister of Great
Britain o 1804, when 85, The tongevity of
Koglish Prime Ministers has always been
marked, Lord Palmerston, on his death in
1865, was 81 yoarse! age, and the Duke of
Wollington, who died In 1853, was 83. Lord
Groy, who succceded the Duke of Wellingtan
o Priwe Minister, was in his sightieth year
when be died in July, 1845, and he, in turn,
was sucocsoded by Lord Melbourne, who was 70
when he died In 1848, Lord John Russell, who
dled In 1878, was & Londoser by birth and near-
ly axiold as Mr, Gladstnne at the time of his de-
wise, being B8, The Earl of Derby, three times
‘Prime Ministar of England, in 1852, 1858, and
1864, was 70 years of ago at the tlme of his
deuth in 1889, Beujamin DMsraell, Lord Bea-
oonsfield, twice Prime Minister of Kngland,
was 78 yoars of ago at the time of his death in
Londoh on April 18, 1881,
